Along with the chance to fill 
in online or paper surveys, the 
Council has been hosting a 
series of street party-themed 
stalls up and down the borough 
where residents have given their 
views to Councillors and Council 
staff face-to-face. 

The first of these was held on 
Friday 8 June in Walthamstow 
Town Square and there have 
also been stalls at Chingford 
Mount, Leyton and Leytonstone. 

You can meet Council staff 
and Councillors at Walthamstow 
Town Square on Friday 22 June 
from 1-3.30pm and at Chingford 
Green on Friday 29 June from 
1.30-4pm. 

This is a real chance to 
have your say, help shape the 
services we deliver and allow 
us to strike the right balance 
between making savings and

Leader of Waltham Forest 
Council, Chris Robbins, 
said: “We’ve been absolutely

parties or making the borough 
a cleaner, greener place. But 
given the changes we’ve seen 
it’s important we find out what 
we’re getting right and where 
things need to improve further. 

“This is a great way for local 
people to have their say on how 
the Council sets its priorities, 


and I’d urge as many residents 
as possible to attend a street 
stall or fill in an online survey to 
tell us their views.”

Waltham Forest Cycling Campaign 



This summer is set to be 
a great one for cycling in 
Waltham Forest. The sun 
might just shine, cycling 
along the Lee Valley or 
through Epping Forest is 
a great way to get fit and 
healthy, and cycling will be 
a perfect way to get around 
during the Olympics. 

It could well be gridlock in the borough during the 
Games. Olympic VIP-only lanes will take up capacity on 
the A12, North Circular and Temple Mills Lane. And traffic 
might of course divert elsewhere, plus there may be 
extra people on the streets on top. So how will anyone in 
Waltham Forest get about? A bike could be ideal. 

There’s a problem though. Even when traffic is slow- 
moving, too many people remain scared of cycling. 
That’s why the London Cycling Campaign has launched 
its “Love London, Go Dutch” campaign. 

We want to make London more ‘liveable’ for 
everyone by making our streets as safe and inviting 
for cycling as they are in Holland. Everyone cycles 
there because it’s easy and feels safe and far more 
fun. And it’s not just Dutch cyclists that get the 
benefit of better streets. 

As well as cycling being healthy and good for the 
environment, the more cyclists there are, the less 
traffic congestion there is - as people switch from 
big cars to smaller bikes. 

While cycling is already statistically fairly safe in 
London, we are pushing Waltham Forest Council to 
make it a lot safer. The Council already does great, 
free of charge child and adult on-street cycle lessons. 
So if you’ve got a bike rusting in a shed why not take 
a lesson and start cycling again. And they’ve built an 
extensive cycle network. But too often quieter routes 
send cyclists round the houses. And too many streets 
remain designed for cars, rather than people. 

We want streets that are safe and inviting for all - not 
just fitness fanatics in Lycra, but grannies and kids 
on bikes and on foot. That means looking again at 
streets that have seen too many cycle casualties like 
Forest Road, Lea Bridge Road, Hoe Street, High Road 
Leytonstone and High Road Leyton - with junctions in 
particular (where most collisions happen) redesigned for 
safety. And we’re working with the Council to improve 
driving school and lorry driver cycle awareness training. 

Of course, we also run regular social rides too - 
because, most importantly, cycling is fun!

Waltham Forest’s 
councillors elected a new 
Mayor and Deputy Mayor 
for the borough at the 
Council’s Annual General 
Meeting held on Thursday 
24 May. 

Cllr Richard Sweden was 
unanimously voted in as 
Mayor of Waltham Forest 
for the next 12 months and 
appointed Cllr Nadeem Ali as 
his Deputy Mayor. 

Cllr Sweden, who is 
the borough’s first openly 
gay Mayor, has appointed 
four civic companions to 
accompany him to events 
during the next year. 

The Mayor is the borough’s 
civic and ceremonial head 


and represents Waltham 
Forest at major public 
functions. He will also attend 
community celebrations and 
visit organisations that benefit 
the borough. 

Cllr Sweden said: “I am keen 
to attend public engagements 
and hope that people invite 
me to share their gatherings, 
ceremonies and other 
celebrations. 

“I attended nearly 40 street 
parties during the Jubilee 
weekend. It was truly moving 
to witness some long-term 
neighbours who’d hardly 
spoken before celebrating 
with each other and 
becoming friends.” 

Cllr Sweden announced 


that the Leyton Orient 
Community Sports 
Programme (LOCSP) will 
be his charity for the year, 
despite his own “lamentable 
record of participation in 
sports.” The money raised will 
fund specific sports projects 
in the borough, including one 
to encourage people living 
in care homes and sheltered 
housing to keep physically 
and mentally active. 

Cllr Geoff Walker, who was 
Mayor of Waltham Forest last 
year, also made a speech at 
the AGM and thanked his 
Mayoress and Consort for 
their support. 

Cllr Walker attended over 
400 engagements and 


functions during his year 
as Mayor and raised an 
astonishing £69,000 for Haven 
House Children’s Hospice. 

Cllr Walker also told some 
heart warming stories from 
his time as Mayor and 
expressed the honour he 
felt in carrying out his duties 
as an ambassador for 
Waltham Forest.

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Walthamstow 
Wetlands wins! 

• Heritage Lottery Fund agrees to help fund urban nature reserve 

• Walthamstow Wetlands will comprise land around 10 reservoirs in the north-west 
of Waltham Forest 



The £6.5 million 
Walthamstow Wetlands 
project took a major step 
forward recently with news 
that the Heritage Lottery 
Fund (HLF) had agreed to 
support the scheme with a 
substantial funding boost. 

“We’ve cleared a 
significant hurdle in getting 
through the first round of 
the bid,” said Waltham 


Forest Council Leader Chris 
Robbins. “We can now draw 
down £288,000 to work up 
detailed plans and survey 
work for the site. 

“It’s great news and all 
being well we will have access 
to a further £3.4m funding 
from the Heritage Lottery after 
the second round bid.” 

The Council will use the 
£288,000 funding to carry 


out thorough wildlife and 
habitat assessments and 
make sure that plans for the 
site will protect wildlife as well 
as provide a fantastic leisure 
facility for residents. The 
Council will also look to involve 
schools and residents when 
an activity and education plan 
for the site is produced. 

This information will be 
used in the bid for the second 
round funding needed to 
create the Walthamstow 
Wetlands. The Council now 
has up to 18 months to 
submit the second round bid 
to the HLF. The project will 
open Walthamstow Reservoirs 
to the public, transforming the 
200 hectare site into London’s 
largest urban wetland nature 
reserve. It has been supported 
throughout by owners of 
Walthamstow Reservoirs, 
Thames Water, who have 
committed funding of £1.5m. 

Martin Baggs, Chief 
Executive of Thames Water 
said: “I am absolutely 
delighted. There is a 


huge opportunity here to 
improve the environmental, 
recreational and educational 
potential of our Walthamstow 
Reservoirs and provide public 
access to nature.” 

As well as a ‘Water 
and Life’ visitor centre 
in a renovated pumping 
station, there will be a cafe 
overlooking the reservoirs, 
improved habitats and 
biodiversity, nature trails and 
a three kilometre cycle route 
through the site. 

Recently dubbed “London’s 
best kept secret” by the 
Mayor of London, the site 
borders Waltham Forest, 
Haringey and Hackney and its 
proximity to the Olympic Park 
will tie it to the other facilities 
in the area providing a legacy 
from the 2012 Games.

The Council received 
notice of over 100 
celebrations taking place 
on the boroughs streets,

Olympic campsite 
licence 

A temporary campsite planned for the duration of the Olympics 
at the Low Hall Sports Ground has been granted a premises 
licence. The Council has leased the sports ground to provide a 
family-oriented campsite for Olympics visitors, benefiting local 
businesses, encouraging return visits and minimising illegal 
camping. The lease will also generate income for the Council to 
invest in the Big 6 community events. The licence permits films to 
be shown between 11 am and 9pm and recorded music, dancing 
and the sale of alcohol from 1 pm to 10pm. Hot food and drinks 
will be sold throughout the day between 5am and 11 pm, with 
the licence also extending to allow hot breakfasts to be served to 
Olympics volunteers and staff from 4am.

Tree planted for

A plaque identifying a Black Poplar tree planted to celebrate 
the Queen’s Diamond Jubilee in Mansfield Park, Chingford was 
unveiled by the new Mayor of Waltham Forest on Saturday 2 
June.

Now an endangered species, Black 
Poplar saplings are planted on many of the Queen’s estates and 
in Royal Parks. Now one has been planted in a prominent place in 
every borough in London, following Her Majesty’s lead. 


Inter-borough 
cycle polo 

As well as offering free cycle training for adults and children to 
help keep them safe on the borough’s roads, Waltham Forest’s 
Highways team also give residents the opportunity to take part 
in fun cycling-based events. Waltham Forest will be represented 
at the Inter-Borough Cycle Polo Tournament in Redbridge later 
this month, with competitors from 13 schools from the boroughs 
of Waltham Forest, Redbridge and Barking & Dagenham taking 
part. Year 7 and 8 Students from Buxton School, Frederick 
Bremer School and Rush Croft Sports College will be battling it 
out with representatives from neighbouring boroughs throughout 
the afternoon. Cycle polo, which is similar to hockey but played 
on bikes, was interestingly first featured in this country as a 
demonstration sport at the 1908 London Olympic Games.

Cycling campaign 
gathers speed 


• Driving instructors asked to sign up to scheme and make motorists more cycle-aware 

• Council launches survey seeking views of cyclists and potential cyclists alike 



Waltham Forest Council’s 
Cycling Action Plan 
has begun to pick up 
momentum with various 
initiatives starting to come 
to fruition. The ten-point 
plan, which was approved 
by the Council at the 
end of April, is aimed at 
encouraging more of us to 
get on our bikes. 

This was certainly in 
evidence of Sunday 17 June 
as hundreds of residents took 
to the streets for the annual 
Tour de Waltham Forest. 
Cyclists of all abilities joined 
one of three routes depending 
on the challenge they were 
willing to face. 


Last week the Council and 
Waltham Forest Cycling 
Campaign jointly wrote to all 
driving instructors and driving 
schools in the borough 
to ask them to sign up to 
‘BikeAware’ principles. These 
set out things learners should 
do to minimise the danger to 
cyclists on the road. 

The BikeAware principles 
ask driving instructors to 
recognise the role they can 
play in improving cycle safety 
by making sure lessons draw 
attention to issues such as 
giving plenty of space to 
cyclists when overtaking, 
and keeping an appropriate 
distance behind cyclists, 
particularly when approaching 
pedestrian islands and where 
roads narrow. 

Instructors are also being 
asked to explain to students 
that cyclists have the right to 
use the road and that they 
should not overtake cyclists 
when approaching junctions 


or roundabouts. 

All those that sign up to the 
BikeAware principles will be 
provided with a certificate and 
window sticker to display. 

One of the other key 
components of the Cycle 
Action Plan is to talk to 
cyclists and organisations 
to understand the need and 
the potential to get more 
people cycling. 

The Council has pledged 
to carry out an annual cycle 
count across the borough 
to accurately assess cycling 
levels in Waltham Forest. It will 
also speak with cycling groups 
and seek residents’ views on 
the approach to cycling. 

In order to meet this aim 
the Council launched a survey 
on Monday 18 June seeking 
the views of cyclists (and 
people who would like to 
cycle) to inform the delivery of 
the Cycling Action Plan. The 
survey closes at the end of 
September. 


The survey takes five 
minutes to complete and 
all those who respond are 
entered into a prize draw with 
the winner receiving £50 of 
Capital Bond vouchers. 

Cllr Clyde Loakes, Cabinet 
Member for Environment, 
said, “It’s good to see things 
moving forward with the 
Cycling Action Plan so quickly. 

“I’m determined to make 
this borough one of the 
safest cycle-friendly places 
in London and we now have 
a very clear direction and 
an excellent relationship 
with organisations such as 
the Waltham Forest Cycling 
Campaign we can use to 
really drive through change.”

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Council’s estate agent board victory 

• Government approval for year-long ban on boards on high roads 

• Council’s new power is latest move to crack down on enviro-crime 



Waltham Forest Council 
has won Government 
support to ban the display 
of estate agent boards on 
its main roads for the next 
12 months. 

Last year the Council 
applied to the Secretary of 
State for Communities and 
Local Government for consent 
to build on the good work that 


has been done to clear the 
clutter of boards that litter the 
borough’s high roads. 

For the next year certain 
roads in the borough will be 
completely free from estate 
agents advertising boards, 
making the streets look 
instantly much tidier. 

Some estate agents and 
letting agents have routinely 


been found to leave boards 
out long after properties have 
been sold or let, bringing 
down the look and feel of 
the borough. Having a large 
number of boards can also 
give the false impression that 
residents are constantly on 
the move. 

The Council has used 
existing legislation to issue 
Fixed Penalty Notices, but as 
the scale of the fines suggests 
- 826 issued last year alone - 
the strategy was only able to 
have limited impact. 

While most good estate 
agents don’t use boards for 
an excessive length of time, 
the few who had disregard for 
how and when boards were 
used have continued to flout 
the law. 

“It became obvious that 
some agents had built into 
their margins an amount 
of money to dispense with 
Fixed Penalty Notices,” said 


Cllr Clyde Loakes, Cabinet 
Member for Environment. 

“Residents have made it 
very clear to us that these 
boards make our streets look 
unsightly and accordingly we 
had no hesitation in looking 
for another way to hold estate 
agents to account.” 

Estate and lettings agents 
will not be able to display 
any boards at all for a period 
of 12 months along High 
Road Leytonstone, High 
Road Leyton, Hoe Street, 

Lea Bridge Road (east of 
Orient Way), Forest Road and 
Crownfield Road.

Bulky waste 
collections 


The Council is reminding all residents that they can take 
advantage of unlimited free collections of large waste items 
simply by picking up the phone to arrange a suitable time. 

One of the Council’s key priorities is to maintain a clean and 
tidy borough and accordingly it makes every effort to avoid 
fly-tipping or storage of rubbish in front gardens by offering to 
collect residents’ bulky waste. Collections are organised on an 
area basis and can take place up to 10pm Monday to Friday. A 
list of what can be collected is available on the Council website. 
However the Council cannot collect asbestos, trade waste and 
other risky items such as gas canisters.

Owners 
of Walthamstow Reservoirs, Thames Water, have 
also committed funding of £1.5million.

The future of Children’s Centres 

• Council keeps all 17 facilities open despite cuts to funding 

• New model focuses on the most vulnerable children and cuts management costs 


Like many services 
delivered by the Council, 
the reductions in funding 
from central Government 
that have arisen out of 
the financial crisis have 
impacted on Children’s 
Centres in the borough. 
The Council’s budget for 
the centres has had to 
be reduced by £800,000 
for 2012/13 (compared 
to 2011/12) and this has 
obviously impacted on 
the services that can 
be delivered. 

Cabinet Member for 
Children and Young People, 
Cllr Clare Coghill, told 
Waltham Forest News: “Some 
councils have taken the 
option of closing Children’s 
Centres in an effort to absorb 
the reduction in funding, but 
in Waltham Forest we have 
worked hard to ensure all the 
facilities remain open.” 

Instead of shutting centres, 
savings have been achieved 


by creating a new model that 
ensures services are targeted 
to the most vulnerable families 
in the borough. The new model 
shifts the funding formula from 
a simple headcount of children 
to one where deprivation is 
also being taken into account. 

“One of the key ways we 
have changed things is by 
looking as far as possible to 
achieve savings by reducing

management costs,” explained 
Cllr Coghill. “We’ve brought 
Children’s Centres together 
into six clusters throughout the 
borough and by having them 
work together in a different 
way we can make them more 
efficient.
